The survey of 14.521 students 
by the Harvard School of Public 
Health followed up on an analysis 


of 15,103 students in 1993, Both 
surveys queried students ran- 
domly at 130 colieges across the 
country. 

The report published in this 
month’s issue of the Journal of 
Amencan College Health shows 
that more students who con- 
sum^ alcohol did so to get drunk 
39 percent in 1993 compared 
witli 52 percent in 1997. 


The number of students who 
were drunk tiirec or more times 
in the month prior to answering 
the survey jumped liy 22 percent. 

In both reports, fraternity and 
sorority members were the 
biggest alcohol gurzlcrs.

Man files lawsuit for civil rights 
abuse against Coeur d’Alene

COEUR d’Alene (AP) — A for- 
mer resident who was jailed for 
over two months after failing to 
appear in court on a littering 
charge has filed a federal lawsuit 
against the dtv of Cn/^ir 
and Kootenai County. 

Robert L. Aiassa, 2G, alleges 
his dvil and constitutioiul rights 
were violated after his repeated 
attempts to contact a public 
defender “were ignored through- 
-out the term of his Incarcera- 
tion.” 

“You’re looking at probably 
over $1 million damages, but it’s 
tough to say," Aiassa’s aitomoy, - 
Dave McLean, said. “What is a 
day in an overcrowded jail 
worth?" 

Assistant Coeur d’Alene city 
attorney Nancy Strickland, coun- 
ty jail commander Capt. Travis 
Chancy and former public 
defender Ruth Fulwiller have 
been named in the suit. 

In May 1993 a police officer 
saw Aiassa throw a cigarette butt 
on the ground in front of a conve- 
nience store. According to a 
police report. Aiassa was told to 
pick up the butt. He did, but was 


died for littering anyway. 

Following that incident, the 
plaintiff moved to Missoula. He 
relumed to Coeur d’Alene Nov. 

9, 1995 for a scheduled court 
— appointment.-burwas immediate^ — 
ly arrested for failing to appear 
at a previous court appointment 
according to the federal com- 
plaint 

Aiassa, who now lives in 
Oregon, pleaded not guilty to _ 
failure to appear and vras'jail^ 
sliortly after his arrest , 
According to court records, 
Aiassa offered in writing to 
- change his plea to guilty on Dec 
19, some 40 days after he was 
jailed. He was eventually 
raised weeks later on Jan. 24. 

The lawsuit claims “that the 
period of confinement grossly 
<^-cded any period of detention 
that would have been imposed 
had the plaintiff entered a plea 
of guilty." 

Aiassa said he did not have 
contact with Fulwiller, his public 
defender, until her office was 
coniaacd by a private attorney 
and a newspaper reporter.

Film lovers will miss Kurosawa 


Knight RMder fiewipaperi 

You’vc.scen his films even if 

you've never seen his films. He’s 
affected your film-going life and 
history even if you’ve never 
heard his name. 

Akira Kurosawa, the great 
Japanese director who died on 
Sunday at 88, Influenced Coppola 
and Spielberg, Lucas and 
Scorsese. His vision will be 
niissed, even if you never knew it 
was his vision in the first place. 

Did you love the fanciful, 
action-packed story of the 
princcB on a journey home, pro- 
tected by a stalwart warrior and 
accompanied by two comical ser- 
vants? Not Lda, Luke, R2D2 and 
C-3PO of “Star Wars." The inspi- 
ration for that space opera was 
Kurosawa’s “The Hidden 
Fortress" of 1958. The warrior is 
played by Toshiro Mifune, he of 
the great face and presence, who 


was partner and muse for 
Kurosawa. Diink of the collaboni- 
• lions of De Niro and Scorsese and 
you get the idea. 

Did you grow up watching 
Westerns? Was "The Magnificam 
Seven’! one of your favorites, 
with Chris, Vin and the gang 
helping Mexican villagers defend 
. themselves against baniiit.s? 

“The Magnificent Seven" i.s 
a^ost a sccne-by-scene remake 
of “The Seven Samurai” (1954). 

• It may not havc ihc famous' 
theme music, but its haunting 
and melancholy beauty makes 
liic battles all the more locking. 
Wlien the sometimes crude samu- 
rai — played by Mifune — res- 
cues a just-orphaned infant, he 
cries that the same thing hap- 
pened to him when he was a boy. 
It's a hcanbreaking moment of 
remembrance and empathy. 

Even Clint Eastwood fans have 
reason to thank Kurosawa. The 


memorable Man With No Name, 
with dirty poncho and stubby 
cherobi, restarted Eastwood’s ' 
career. “Fistful of Dollars,” the 
original Sergio Leone spagJictti; 
Western that introduced the 
character, is a remake of 
Kurosaw.i’s 1961 “Yojimbol’’ In 
tiiat sometimes bruml, sometimes 
funny film, Mifuiif plays the 
samurai for Iiire who sots warring 
factions in a small town against 
each other. It’s easy to see that 
Ea.stwood, while adding his own 
take on the character, is also 
doing a sly tribute of his own. 

“Rashomoh" (1950) — for 
wliicli Kurosawa received his first 
Academy Award — has become 
part of the language. In 
“Rasliomon,” the story of a rape-* 
murder (or is it?) is told in fouV 
very different ways. In a 
“Rasliomon” situation, die same 
event is viewed differently by 
each participant.

• CMOS (Complementary 
Metal Oxide Semiconductor). A 
anall battciy-powcrcd source of 
instructions for the computer, 
the CMOS stores date informa* 
tion that could be incorrect 
come 2000. 

• BIOS (Basic Input-Output 
System). Another set of basic 
computer instruedons that man- 
ages the flow of data between 
the computer’s operating system 
and its hardware. The BIOS is 
often responsible for correctly 
interpreting the date informa- 
uon received from the CMOS. 

• Operating system. Be it 
Windows 3.1, Windows 95, 
Windows 98, Linux or some 
other operating system, the 
potential exists for Year 2000 
problems lingering in the code. 

• Applicadons software. Even 
if evemhing else works fine, it's 
possible that your software pn> 
grams have their own date-han- 
dling quirks that could result in 
pt^ormance problems when the 
miUennium arrives. 

In gcncroL older computers 

particularly those purchased 
before 1997 — arc more lil^ to 
experience the Year 2000 prob- 
lems than arc more recent mod- 
els. For example, one survey 
found that 93 percent of PCs 
made before 1997 had Y2K 
flaws in the BIOS. Of those made 
in 1997, only 47 percent showed 


similar problems. 

“For some reason, America is 
way behind the 84)^ on this," 
said Amic Devero of the 
Millennia Group Inc., which dis- 
tributes fix200Q, a software ixo- 
gnun that diagnoses YZK prob- 
lems in PCs.

Lots of freeware and share- 
ware programs are blowing up 
on the IntcnieL Most are 
at testing computers to deter- 
mine whether they are vulnen- 
ble to a date-handlizig (roUem. 

Some commercial programs 
take the project a st^ funfaer 
by claiming to fix eertain Year 
2000 problems once they have 
been diagnosed. Among tti«4f 
programs are Greenwich 
Mcantime-UGA’s “Chedc 2000 
PC," "fix2000" distributed by 
Millennia Croup, *2000 
Toolbox” from Network 
Associates, and Touchstone 
Software’s *S3iedcb 98."
